General Hdwards, ‘who was atthe ball 
game, called out the soldiers to preserve 
erder, and tonight’ they. are patrolling 
the town, and will do so all. night. 
Windows. throughout: the city were 
smashed; and a number of. houses in the 
red light district were wrecked. 

When the special train taking the. sol- 
diers back to their camps started, they 
were stoned by mobs, Every window 
in the train was broken, and a few of 
the soldiers ‘were slightly injured. 

The American Minister, General Ed- 
wards, arid the Pahamariian authorities 
were in consultation tonight. An inves- 
tigation is under way. — 

The Panamanians say that the trouble 
Was caused by. permitting the soldiers 
to visit the city on a holiday. The sol- 
diers say that Corporal Langdon was 
deliberately killed by the Panamanian 
policeman, and that the killing was 
without provocation. .

MOTORMAN OF TRAIN 
KILLED AT THROTTLE 


Passing. Express Hit Him as He 
Leaned from Cab of New 
Haven Limited. 


The Knickerbocker Limited, one of. the 
New York, New Haven &. Hartford's 
five-hour trains from Boston, which is 
due in the Grand Central Station at 
6:10 o’clock, slowed down as it passed 
Woodlawn shortly before 6 o’clock last 
evening, and Henry Grefzer, the assist- 
ant motorman, riding in the rear of the 
electric locomotive, decided Charles Me-. 
Conville, the motorman, had shut off 
speed so he miglit peer back along: the 
side of his train, on the Jookcut for 
smoke from hot boxes in the wheels, 
The train was coasting along at ten 
miles an hour when a New Haven ‘ex- 
press passed it on the adjoining track, 
and. above the rumble of the two frains 
Grefzer heard the thud.of a body falling 
in the front of the electric locomotive. 

Grefzer hurried through the cab to the 
front end and there he saw McConville 
‘His scalp had been 
torn off and he was senseless. Appar- 
ently he had leaned so far from the 
window that the other train had struck 
him. 

The assistant jumped to the ‘control- 
ler and brakes, shut off power, and 
brought the train of seven parlor cars 
to a stop. Then he called the rest of 
the crew and an attempt was made to 
resuscitate McConville. The train. was 
delayed for twenty minutes, but at last 
it was decided. to carry McConville into 
the Grand’ Central Statidn, and Grefzer 
ran the train “the rest of the way in. 
There McConville was carried: to the 
‘emergency. room and a railroad physi- 
cian pronounced him dead. 

‘McCenville was 49. years ‘old and lived 
at 305 Howard Avenue, New Haveti, 
Conh.

MAJOR WEBB CONSULTED 


Complainant Explains She Used 
His ‘Influence -to Get Compe- 
tent Detectives on the Trail, 


Albertine Marlow, 15 years old, 
daughter of Walter D., Marlow of 204 
West. Fifty-fifth Street; was acquitted 


in connection with the loss of $1,000 by 
Mrs. Pearl Elizubeth Hyman Nolker of 
57 ‘West Fifty-seventh Street. The 
money, according to Mrs, Nolker, dis- 
appeared on March 27 last while, Mrs. 
Nolker and the girl..were Visiting the 
hairdressing establishment. of Anton 
Scharf at 907 Seventh Avenue. Mrs. 
Nolker and Miss, Marlow had been close 
friends for. several months, and .the 
woman addressed the girl affectionately 
as ‘*‘ Baby.” 

The defendant, whose large blue -eyes 
childishly sought the face of every wit- 
ness during the trial, was.on the stand 
herself for two hours in the afternoon, 
She related to Justice Mayo in the Chil- 
dren’s Court ‘atl the details preceding 
and succeeding the loss ofthe money. 

A manicurist.in the hairdressing shop 
had _ testified that she searched Miss 
Marlow following Mrs. Nolker’s demand 
that. the’ young. women . employes be 
searched, and-;said she had» found no 
money on the person of the defendant. 
This was the first time the search of the 
accused girl was disclosed, although the 
manicurist. testified she had reported. it 
to one of the detectives assigned to trace 
the $1,000. 

Miss Marlow testified that she and 
Mrs. Nolker went to the hair-dressing 


afternoon. Both had their’ hair: dressed. 
Mrs. Nolker then entered a chiropodist’s 
booth with her companion. 


Loss of Money Discovered. 


Suddenly she asked Miss Marlow for 
her gold mesh bag containing a leather 
pouch, from:which Miss Marlow testified 
Mrs. Nolker had taken a $5 bill and 
the handed it to her to pay the’ hair- 
dressing charges, amounting to $1.50 for 
both. Miss Marlow said she went to a 
table outside the chiropodist’s booth, 
where she had placed the mesh bag 
under her furs. She huhg the bag on 
her arm and returned with it. to Mrs. 
Nolker. She gave the bag to its owner 
and again went outside the! booth to try 
on Mrs, Nolker’s hat, The Joss of. the | oi 
money. was then discovered by: « 
Roe who upbtaided Miss. ‘Marlow 
being careless with thé mesh bag. 

Miss oat ad testified that she aid net 
leave the Shop, and in this she was cor- 
roborated by othér witnesses. When her 
friend scolded her she. said she \thought 
it was best to telephone her mother to 
come over to the hairdressing. place. 
Meanwhile Mrs. Nolker had ordered that 
the police be called and the doors be 
closed, after which she started to search 
persons in ‘the shop. 

It wag then that Miss Lena A. Page, 
manicurist, Said She told Mrs. Nolker it 
was only fair that everybody in the 
shop, including the complainant and her 
girl companion, ‘submit to.q search. it 
was shown. by the manicurist that only 
a “lip stick and a’ bottle of quinine~’ 
were found in Miss: Marlow’s possession. 

“High Men Behind Search.” 
Detective John H. Kilgailon of the 
Second Branch detectives, when asked 
by counsel for the accused if he had 
not been informed that there were spe- 
¢ial reasons why the detectives should 
trace the lost money, admitted that De- 
tective Burgess, who made the first in- 
vestigation, had told him there . were 
‘ high men behind it,’’ Justice Mayo 
asked him to give the names mentioned 
in this connection, and the witness 
specified Major Creighton Webb. 

When Mrs. Nolxer took the stand, fol- 
lowing the detective, sne explained that 
Major Webb was the best. friend of 
her husband and nerseif, and that she 
had told him of her loss and asked his 
advice. She took this course after she 
became disgusted with the work of De- 
tective Dawson, because she desired 
Major Webb to ask the police to assign 
the most capable detectives to search 
her $1,000.

Major Bierce wrote that he was in 
good health. 

The State Department in Washington 
has been engaged since last Fall in try- 
ing to find Major Bierce in Mexico. He

Bierce’s Romantic Career. 


Ambrose Bierce was born in Ohio in 
1842. He served as a line officer 
throughout the civil ‘war, and received 
the brevet rank of Major for bravery 
on the field. 

As a journalist he wrote of peace and 
the ways of civilians bbe 4 a war stirred 
some corner Of the earth and then he 
took.to writing tales of soldiers. One of

| MacLea Asks Bryan to Aid Recov- 
ery of Valuable Samples. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—‘‘ When you 
get at the bottom of ‘all this I believe 
you will find: that ‘the arrest of Ray- 
mond R. Swoboda was the result of 4 
plot to discredit him and the éfforts of 
those with whom he was associated, in 
connection With the French ‘syndicate, 
formed to facilitate difect dealings in 
purchases for the French Government 
from: American mills. I believe it is a 
plot framed by or for unscrupulous job- 
bers who had been trying to take off ex- 
orbitant profits and who will be put out 
of this business by the French anpcionty 
arrangements.” 

This statement was made tonight by 
Robert K. MacLea of New. York, who 
has been in Washington urging the 
United States Government;to interest 
itself in the matter of the arrest of 


Swoboda in Paris in.connection with the 
fire on the French steamship Touraine. 
Mr. MacLea went to New York tonight, 
satisfied that Secretary Bryan had taken 
every step possible so far for the Proy 
tection of Swoboda and the interests o

TRACES SWOBODA’S RECORD. 


Federal Agent Here Looking Into 
Promoter’s Activities. 


Capt. William Offiey, one of the agents 
of the Department od 5 ustice, began yes- 
terday on. orders ‘from Washington to 
look up the’ local record of Raymond 
Swoboda, who is held in Paris in con- 
nection with the. fire aboard the Tou- 
raine. Capt. Offley said that probably 
Swoboda’s work here would be found to 
be much the same as that of a hundred 
other company promoters, 

As a matter of fact, the inquiries of 
the Dunertanent of Justice have been 
centred: principally upon ‘the fact that 
Swoboda founded his claim to American 
citizenship on records which should be 
in existence in San Francisco. These 
were destroyed tn the earthquake and 
fire, and it has, of late h common 
for those who. desired to assert American 
citizenship without warrant to regret 
that they cannot produce official pret 
of their assertions by’ reason. of the 
San Francisco disaster. .The fact that 
Swohbhoda is in-the same plight is, of 
course, the officials say, no proof that 
he is not what he says he is, but it 
does suggest the need of producing cor- 
roborative evidence if possible. 

Capt. Offle A consulted with William FP. 
Mohr and iomas Hooper, who repeat- 
ed the statements embodied in their af- 
fidavits in behalf of Swoboda in his 
application for the passport on return- 
ing to France. 

Mr. Hoopér said Swoboda told him he 
was born in- San Francisce; that his 
father -was Russian and his. motker 
French. ' 

“Swoboda said he had. lived. in 
Russia,’ said Mr. Hooper, ‘‘and had 
gone to France, where for seven years 
he had represented a financial investing 
“firm in China.”

AMERICANS TO SAVE 
. PEOPLE OF SERBIA 


Expert Sanitary Commission to 
Sail Today to Fight Fearful 
Plague of ‘Diseases. 


The, sanitary experts who are to stake 
their lives by going to’ the plague-ridden 
sections of Serbia, where, under the 
direction of Dr. Richard P. Strong. of 
Harvard. University, they will endeavor 
to conquer the typhus fever and other 
dread diseases epidemic among the 
Serbians, will sail from New York for 
Naples on thé Italian liner Duca d’Aosta 
today. From Naples they will go to 
Saloniki, Greece, and then proceed over- 
land into the heart of the plague-ridden 
regions. 

Dr. Strong is already in Europe, and 
those who are to ‘sail today are Dr. 
Thomas W. Jackson, chief sanitary in- 
spector: Dr. Hans Zinsser, bacteriolo- 
gist; Dr. Andrew W. Sellards, Dr. 
George C. Shattuck, Dr. F. B. Grinnell, 
Dr. F. W. Caldwell, Hobart D. Brink, 
W. S. Standifer, and Luis dela Pena. 
The last two were members of General 
Gorgas’s staff in the sanitary campaign 
that rid the Isthmus of Panama of 
fever. With Dr. Strong, these men, who 
are among the most distinguished = 
tarians, in this ‘country, pose the 
membership of the American Red Cross 
Sanitary Commission, organized to clean 
up Serbia. The expenses of the com- 
mission will be borne rey by the Red 
Cross and the Rockefeller Foundation. 

In a statement that appears in.a Ked 
Cross bulletin, issued here yesterday, it 
is said that a recent official communica- 
tion to the United States Government 
gave the number of persons who had 
succumbed to oy) fever in Southern 
Serbia as 50, and reported that the 
disease was spreading with terrifying 
rapidity. 

Here is the story of the heroism of 
these doctors and nurses—all Americans 
—one doctor of whom is already a mar- 
tyr to his duty, as told in the official 
bulletin of the Red Cross: 

‘Unable to obtain vitally . needed 
equipment,”’ it reads, ‘‘for the promo- 
tion of sanitation from ‘Serbian sources, 
in view of the war condition, the Amer- 
icans soon had many cases of re 
and typhoid on their hands, with the 
percentage of deaths among their pa- 
tients running high, not ‘becausa of 
wounds, but because of disease. Then 
their efforts to care for their patients 
became handicapped more and more, as 
one by one the Americans themselves 
were taken down with typhus. The

A memorandum given’ to’ Mr. Page and 
cabled by him to. the State ‘Department 
today contained the first formal an- 
nouncement of Great Britain’s cable cen- 
sorship policy since the early days’ of 
the war, when neutral nations were re- 
minded of the right of the British Gov- 
ernment to stop all communication over 
the cables it controlled. At, that time 
it was announced that'in order to mini. 
mize inconvenience to the public mes- 
sages in plain English or French would 
be’ accepted for transmission subject to 
censorship. } 

All cable communication 
America and Europe has had to pass 
through Great Britain, except. mes- 
sages to France over the » French 
cable,” since the cutting: of the 
German cable. at the beginning or 
the war, It is said that few messages 
known to relate to business transactions 
in Germany or Austria have been passed 
at any time, but there has been much 


followed, and the State Department has 
received many inquirieg on the subject. 

Under: the. latest notice officials here 
understand that, in line with the Allies’ 
blockade ,program, messages cannot be 
sent from the United States to Italy or 
any other neutral country if they refer 
in any way to a transaction in which a 
resident of Germany, Austria, or Turkey 
is interested: The memorandum, after 
quoting the original given through ‘the 
international Bureau at Berne, said: 

“The necessity for control of cables, 
in its relation to matters which may be 
described genefally as being of a pure- 
ly naval or military nature, ig obvious 
and needs no demonstration. In addi- 
tion to this, it is clear that, in view of 
the great importance of restricting the 
enemies’ supplies and withholding fa- 
cilities from them for carrying on their 
trade, nis. Majesty’s Government cannot 
be expected to afford the use of British 
cables to enable neutral and gers 
countries .to make arrangements wit 
each other for the: conduct of that trade 
and the principle upon which ‘the cen- 
sorship of commercial telegrams is con- 
ducted, is to withhold so far as British 
cables are concerned all facilities for 
carrying on trade directly or’ indirectly 
with an enemy country.

THE CcITY’S PAYROLL. 

It was reported yesterday that 853 
male employés of the city had been 
dropped from the payroll for no fault, 
but in order that the city’s expenses 
might be reduced. At the same time 
women teachers of the city were 
laboring with the Legislature against 
the repeal of the law compelling the 
payment to them of $5,000,000 in ex- 
cess of what they would receive if 
they were employed according to. the 
| prevailing rate of payment, That was 
the essence of the joint hearing at Al. 
bany of the committees on city. affairs, 
The technical question was whether 
the Legislature or the Board of ‘Esti- 
mate should control the city’s pay- 
roll. That is a question*which. con- 
cerns millions of people, and their 
interests should be considered before 
those of the hundreds of teachers. It 
is a question that coticerns the city 
as a corporation, and there ought to 
be. no, division of opinion ‘as to ‘the 
city’s, right to control its affairs.

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COAL AND WATER POWER.. 

The discovery of a thirty-foot vein 
of anthracite in ennsylvania is good 
news. for. éverybody.except the immod+ 
erate conservatioy sts. The Pennsyl- 
vania papers say | that this. is the sec- 
ond recent discovery in the Bear Ridge 
‘Mountain region; and the. third of im- 
portance in the Vine territory 
within’ a few years. If we do-.not 
know the Masts om of so familiar and 
thoroughly exploited a territory. as 
Pennsylvania, the. inference is strong 
that the world:at large still holds sin- 
suspected riches, even at the time-that 


Forty years ago, -when- the annual 
production of. ‘anthracite . ran. about 
25,000,000: tons,. alarmists* ‘thought 
there would soon be no more. Now 
the output is about fourfold,’ and the 
discoveries continue. 38 
The discovery of coal is nothing com- 
pared to the discovery of water. power, 
about which a similar cry of waste is 
raised. Only a few days ago, when 
Mr. BurTon was delivering his vale- 
dictory inthe Senate, he declared that 
there ‘was thirty million horse. power 
in the waterfalls. and that the coal 
would be exhausted in a century. 
Here, he ‘said, was‘a double waste, the 
failure to. utilize the water power and 
the consumption of the coal; which 
never would be renewed. Nothing can 
justify waste, either of coal or. water 
power, and conservation in reason is 
admirable: But. the day of the ex- 
haustion ‘of ‘coal is deferred with dis- 
coveries, and’the waste of water power 
is economy of the capital “necessary 
to make'it‘available. Even ‘according 
to Senator ‘BuRTon’s ‘figures it would 
cost, six/ billions of. dollars to: harness 











the waterfalls, in addition to the cost 
of transmission lines:and machinery. 
In short, the cost of the water power 
is not accurately known, and is enough 
to deter those who. have. the ‘money 
and who find -coal-cheaper. 

The water power is. perpetual, it is 
true, but. so-is.the cost of making use 
of it. There is ‘waste in the: utiliza- 
tion of both coal and. water power,’ of 
capital in the case of water. power and 
of mining and inefficient engineering 
in the use of coal: The ‘question of 
reasonable conservation «in| our own 
times: lies in ‘the comparison -of ;these 
costs. If-we find it.cheaper to use 
the coal than to develop -water power, 
we. may do it with a. good conscience, 
tor we will give to posterity-more than 
we deprive: it of. .They will have 
the water power-as the gift of. nature. 
Asa gift from the consumers of the 
coal- they will. have the developments 
of ‘science.’
